win & Co., wholesale woolen merchants 
ol No. 63 Worth street failed yesterday, 
and the members of the firm, Henry J. 
(ioodwln and Romulus ¥. Hudson, made 
a general assignment giving preferences 
for «99,B63. 


Their condition last February, in their 


statement to the trade, showed asscta 
3339,000; composed of stock, $141,000; 
accounts receivable, $180,000; bills re- 
ceivable. $14,000; cash, $4,000; liabili- 
ties $218,000, and 
surphis, $126,000. 


Hradstrcet's reports the firms liabilities 
nt about $300,000, and the actual assets 
about $200,000.

ncid practically free and soluble, nnd of 
course available. 


The mineral portion of bones consists 


of phosphate of lime, which Is made up 
of three equmilents of lime and one of 
phosphoric acid, and i.s therefore called 
trieaicic (or three-lime) phosphate.
